Congress 
scenting 
adjourn­ 
ment heads into another busy 
week today, with action due on 
immigration, higher education, 
foreign aid and defense spend­ 
ing. 
Congressional 
leaders 
have 
hinted that by mid- September 
Congress might find its work all 
done, and the House and Senate 
are hurrying to make it come 
true. 
After warming up with a 
batch of minor bills today, the 
House takes up tomorrow a bill 
to 
change 
U.S. 
immigration 
laws and follows that with a 
$801-million h i g h e r education 
act. Both are major administra­ 
tion bills. 
The Senate will be dealing in 
big money, acting on a $4 3-bil- 


lion public works bill, the $3.38- 
billion foreign aid authorization 
bill, and a $47-billion defense 
appropriation bill, including $17 
billion in new funds to finance 
the war in Viet Nam. 
The Senate also hopes to get 
to a House- passed bill that 
would continue a tax on foreign 
investments sold in this country 
in an attempt to hold down the 
flow of capital from the United 
States. 
Speedy efforts are expected to 
put together a new military con­ 
struction authorization bill to 
replace the $1.78-billion meas­ 
ure vetoed by President John­ 
son Saturday. He said restric­ 
tions on the closing of military 
bases encroached on the princi­ 
ple of separation of the execu­ 
tive and legislative branches of 
government.

ROTTEN RUNGS IN HIS LADDER 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Private Citizen's Idea Can 
Help America's Image 


We tend to be so independent and 
smug about our accomplishments as 
a nation that many of us “don’t give a 
darn what other countries think of us." 
But the more thoughtful are realiz­ 
ing that in this shrinking world where 
miracles of transportation and com­ 
munication are bringing all nations 
closer together, our image abroad can 
be important. 
A San Rafael dance instructor is try­ 
ing to contribute to that image-building 
by presenting American youth in a less 
distorted light. 
Mrs. Bari Frohlich. who teaches ball­ 
room dancing, laments the fact that the 
American teen-agers are misrepresent­ 
ed abroad as irresponsible juveniles ad­ 
dicted to rock and roll. As an instruc­ 
tor in ballroom dancing and as a direc­ 
tor of the Dance Masters of America, 
she wants to balance the distorted 
image by presenting the better side of 
American youth. 
Mrs. Frohlich hit upon the idea of 
filming the national dance competition 
of America's young people and using 
the films for dissemination abroad. 
She enlisted the aid of Sen. John F. 
McCarthy of San Rafael, who urged 


U.S. Sen. George L. Murphy in Wash­ 
ington to give it serious consideration. 
We hope Mrs. Frohlich and Senator 
Murphy will succeed in getting the 
United States Information Agency to 
film next year's national dance com­ 
petitions. 
Three cheers to Mrs. Frohlich for 
originating the idea, and to Senator 
Murphy for carrying the ball in Wash­ 
ington.

Welfare Czar Says Farm Work 
Shouldn't Bar Welfare Payments

Brown’s adm inistration to give 
away the taxpayers’ money is 
reflected in a regulation of the 


state departm ent of social wel­ 
fare. This defines farm labor 
as part-tim e employment, and 
welfare recipients are perm it­ 
ted to draw welfare money 


while working in farm labor. 


WHETHER THE regulation 
will be continued rem ains to 
be seen. Jack W edemeyer, di­ 
rector of the state departm ent, 
is “ considering” whether or not 
he will retain it as part of his 
instructions to countv welfare 


departm ents. 
W edemeyer in fact recently 
called welfare workers from 
the counties to discuss the m at­ 
ter. The counties reportedly 
wanted no part of the defini­ 


tion. 


The departm ent of s o c i a l 
welfare takes a dim view of 
farm em ployment for welfare 
workers, acording to the direc­ 
tor’s definitions. He says: 


“ THE INADEQUACY and in­ 


consistency of farm employ­ 
ment as a m eans of livelihood 
was a m ajor reason for its be­ 
ing r e d e f i n e d as part-tim e 
work for the purposes of grant­ 
ing partial welfare as needed.

IT SEEMS RATHER pecu­ 
liar that prior to the tim e when 
welfare funds were to be had 
for the asking that thousands 
of workers and their families 
m anaged to m ake a living in 
farm labor of varying kinds. 
But since governm ent began 
supporting these workers with 
taxpayer money, the supplies 
of farm labor have dwindled. 
Farm operators have found it 
necessary to import Mexican 
labor. When governm ent de­ 
crees there will be no more 
Mexican labor, the welfare re­ 
cipient has to be “ encouraged” 
to take a farm job at part-tim e, 
and crops rot in the field for 
want of manpower to harvest 
them. 


The W edemeyer regulation, if 
continued in effect, is bound to 
add fuel to the fire of contro­ 
versy between state and coun­ 
ty adm inistration of welfare, 
for the simple reason boards 
of 
supervisors 
in 
the farm 
counties dislike the idea of 
keeping recipients on public 
money when they are working. 


THE BOARDS constitute lo­ 
cal control, and are adequately 
qualified to handle the welfare 
problems 
that arise 
in 
the 
areas affected.

WASHINGTON — No good 
whatsoever 
can come from 
glossing over the meaning and 
m enace of the I/)S Angeles 
rioting. 
Some choose the gloss of 
saying that this was not a 
“ race riot.” It was racial vio­ 
lence in the extrem e. It does 
not help to pretend otherwise. 
In the words of the Rev. M ar­ 
tin 
Luther King, 
it was a 
“ blind and misguided revolt” 
— a revolt by deprived and 
frustrated 
Negroes 
against 
white society. 


THE ISSUES are racial. The 
grievances are racial. The con­ 
sequences are racial. No bene­ 
fit 
will 
come 
from 
pallid 
phrases covering them up. 
Some are so eager to center 
instantly on the injustices and 
hurt which caused this violent 
lashing out that they tend to 
dism iss the horrible injustices 
and hurt which the rioters 
poured on innocent people — 
and orderly government. 
There are gross grievances 
which must be corrected, but 
they do not make gross vio­ 
lence a justified or a tolerable 
or a useful m eans of protest. 
More such violence in Los An­ 
geles or elsewhere can set 
back the cause of equal oppor­ 
tunity for Negroes a decade. 
President 
Johnson 
rightly 
said that “ we m ust not let 
anger drown understanding.” 
But he said that only after he 
had earlier condemned unre­ 
servedly this “ violent breach 
of 
rooted 
American 
princi­ 
ples.” His first and foremost 
statem ent was that “ there is 
no greater wrong in our de­ 
m ocracy than violent, willful 
disregard of law.” He said it 


was the worst wrong of all, 
that 
there 
is 
“ no 
greater 
wrong” than this. 


THIS VIEW might be argu­ 
able, at least it would seem 
to many irrelevant, if the way 
to peaceful progress for Ne­ 
groes rem ained closed. It does 
not. It is opening steadily and 
opening wider in education, 
voting, non-discrimination, and, 
hardest of all, equal economic 
opportunity. 
However unjustified this re­ 
sort to blind and senseless 
riot, arson and shooting, it is 
understandable — and needs to 
be understood. 
At least 65 per cent of the 
residents of the Watts district 
in Los Angeles are Negroes 
who fled the South to escape 
social 
isolation 
and 
found 
themselves huddled together in 
a new isolation caused by pov­ 
erty. They can’t afford to live 
anywhere else. 
The smog of poverty never 
seems to lift. Unemployment 
in the W atts district is 34 per 
cent, higher than it was in the 
nation at the depth of the de­ 
pression in the ’30s. 
Whites 
rioted against white society in 
those circum stances. It is not 
surprising that Negroes have 
rioted against white society in 
Ix)s Angeles today. 


SOME TEND to take a far 
too simple either or attitude—- 
either white leadership is to 
blame or Negro leadership is 
to blame. The truth is that 
both leaderships are to blame. 


White leadership has falsely 
assum ed that there is all the 
time in the world to deal with 
the social cancer of the de­ 
prived Negro.

Is Capitol Hill Target

WASHINGTON — Treasury 
Secretary 
Henry 
Fowler 
is 
headed for what could be seri­ 
ous 
trouble 
with 
influential 
m em bers of Congress of his 


own party. 


Privately, they are sharply 


critical of his policies. 


THIS IS A JARRING change 


for Fowler. As undersecretary 
for three years under his pre­ 
decessor, C. Douglas Dillon, 
one of Fowler’s principal as­ 
sets was his wide popularity on 
Capitol Hill. Republicans as 
well as Dem ocrats regarded 
him warm ly, and that paid off 
handsomely for the Treasury 
Departm ent. 
This was a m ajor factor in 
his elevation to the cabinet. 
President Johnson places much 
value on adm inistration offi­ 
cials standing well with the 
lawmakers. 
But in the five months Fow­ 
ler has been Treasury head, 
he has aroused the ire of key 
Dem ocratic m em bers of the 
Senate and House finance and 
banking com m ittees. 
They are raising three main 
grievances against Fowler: 


1. He is inclining increas­ 
ingly 
toward 
a 
tight-money 
policy; credit is quietly but 
steadily being restricted. The 
man basically responsible is 
Federal 
Reserve 
Chairman 
William McChesney Martin. In 
effect, Fowler is being charg­ 
ed with perm itting Martin to 
determ ine Treasury policies. 


2. Timidity and vacillation 
on taking the leadership in con­ 
vening a conference on coping 
with the increasingly critical 
international m onetary prob­ 
lem. 


3.

forcefulness in dealing with 
President de Gaulle and his 
persistent heavy raiding of the

conference in his Treasury of­ 
fice for a group of his prin­ 
cipal backstage critics.

They can’t afford to stay out, 
and if they do it won’t m ake 
any difference.” 
After the meeting, several of 
the legislators were sounded 
out by a top Fowler lieutenant 
about the growing undercur­ 
rent of criticism toward Fow­ 
ler. The reply was blunt and 
direct: 
“ The feeling is growing that 
M artin and not Fowler is deter­ 
mining Treasury policy. M ar­ 
tin favors tight money and 
credit, and th at’s what has 
been 
going 
on 
for 
several 
months without a challenging 
word or move by Fowler. 
“ The best thing he can do 
is to make it very clear that ho 
em phatically does not agree 
with M artin and is against 
tight money and tight credit. 
With one pronouncement like 
that, Fowler would completely 
restore 
himself 
on 
(’apitol 
Hill as a forceful and effective 
executive and his own boss.” 


SHARP CRITICISM also was 
voiced of Fowler's protracted 
delay in naming a general 
counsel. 
“ The word is going around,” 
it was asserted, “ that he is 
looking for a ‘Wall Street’ law­ 
yer. The Treasury doesn’t need 
a Wail Street’ lawyer. It needs 
a first-class lawyer. Period. 
Fowler has other officials to

Why Not Employ Bureaucracy 


To Red-Tape Rioting To Death? 


THE REST WAY to prevent 
rioting in Marin County would 
be to require a use permit for 
riots. 
It would take a rioter so long 
to obtain a permit that he 
would lose his incentive along 
the >vay. He no longer would be 
in the mood for rioting. 
If use permits were required, 
the riot - preventing program 
would 
work 
something 
like 
this: 
RIOTER—I’d like to get a 
permit for a riot. 


PLANNER—Okay, just fill 
out this application and you’ll 
get a hearing before the zoning 
administrator in about three 
weeks. 


RIOTER—I don’t know if the 
gang can wait that long. 


PLANNER—Well, if you riot 
without a permit, it’ll be a vio­ 
lation of the county ordinance. 


RIOTER — We’ll wait. 
We 
want to have a legal riot. 
Several weeks later, the riot­ 
er and his gang appear before 
the zoning administrator for a 
bearing. 


ZONING ADMINISTRATOR 
—Will this riot be detrimental 
to the health, safety, morals, 
comfort, convenience or wel­ 
fare of other persons? 


RIOTER-No sir. It’s just go­ 
ing to be a little neighborhood 


riot among ourselves. 
ZONING ADMINISTRATOR 
—1 see. Will there be any 
smoke, odor, dust or noise re­ 
sulting from this riot? 


RIOTER—There might be a 
little noise, but nothing more 
than you might hear at a foot­ 
ball game or a wild party. 


ZONING ADMINISTRATOR 
—1 feel that riots in themselves 
are objectionable, so I’m going 
to deny your application. You 
can appeal to the planning 
commission in two weeks. 
Two weeks later the rioter 
and a smaller gang appear be­ 
fore the commission to make 
their appeal. 


COMMISSIONER—One thing 
that bothers me is this density 
figure. 
I’m 
sure 
that 
the 
crowds rioting will exceed the 
county’s density requirements. 


RIOTER—Oh, no. We’re go­ 
ing to spread out; maybe some 
will be in cars. 


COMMISSIONER—We are in 
a bit of a bind here, you see, i 
we don’t have any zoning fo r ! 
riots. 


PLANNING DIRECTOR-Wc 
could institute a new zone, a 
riot zone. 
Maybe something 
RZ-1B. rioting by one group in 
10.000 square feet, with strict 
setback requirements. 


COMMISSIONER—This isn’t 


even covered under our slope 
policy so we’re going to deny 
your application. You can ap­ 
peal to the county supervisors. 
Eight days later the rioter 
and two of his followers appear 
before the supervisors. 


FIRST SUPERVISOR - I 


think the key question is wheth­ 
er we’re going to have pri­ 
vately developed riots or pub­ 
licly developed riots. 


SECOND SUPERVISOR - I 
just wonder if this will devalu­ 
ate property values in 
the 
neighborhood. 


RIOTER—Oh no, we are just 
going to burn down old build­ 
ings. It’ll be a sort of ad-lib 
redevelopment program. 


THIRD SUPERVISOR—I’ve 
gotten a lot of letters and 
phone calls from my people in 
my 
district 
and 
they 
are 
against rioting because, in the 
long run, it will boost the tax 
rate. 


COUNTY ADMINISTRATOR 
—If the board w ishes, we could 
hire a riot consultant to make 
a study on that. 


FIRST SUPERVISOR—Well, 
is there really a pressing need 
for this riot? What’s it going 
to be all about? 


RIOTER-Don’t ask me. It’s 
been so long since we started 
the thing that I’ve forgotten 
what we want to riot about.

THE DISTURBING feature is 
the bunion that develops at the 
base of the big toe on the inner 
side. A sac (bursa) forms be­ 
tween the bone and the over- 
lying skin. Fain is noted when 
the 
sac 
fills 
with 
fluid 
and 
swelling 
interferes 
with 
the 
chance of being fitted with shoes. 
The 
distress 
is 
accentuated 
when the bunion becomes infect­ 
ed and distended with pus. There 


may be painful co-existing foot 
deformities such as flat feet, 
metatarsalgia, corns, and arth­ 
ritis of the joint at the base of 
the big digit. 
The symptoms are variable— 
the worst looking feet are not 
always the most painful. Dr. 
Hampar Kelikian, in his new 
book on this subject, mentions 
an example of extreme discom­ 
fort. 


THE VICTIM was a surgeon 
of a century ago who suffered 
to such an extent that at the 
age of 75 ‘ cured it radically by 
by placing first one foot on a 
block of wood and chopping off 
the toe with a chisel and ham ­ 
mer , and subsequently repeat­ 
ing the procedure on the other 
foot.” 


Ihe modern surgeon does not 
go to this extreme to correct 
the defect.

News, which stirred up a fuss 
by 
properly 
withdrawing

Emmy 
aw ards, now has turned rebel 
over the television coverage of 
space launchings and, by impli­ 
cation. political conventions. 
The new fuss took shape dur­ 
ing the weekend when the two 
opposition networks said CBS- 
TV was strictly on its own in 
its decision to abridge its re­ 
porting of 
what 
it considers 
routine m atter connected with 
lauchings—and to go on 
the 
air only a half hour before they 
occur, unless an urgency devel 
ops. 
CBS-TV was most im mediate 
ly provoked to its decision by 
last Thursday’s seven-hour cov­ 
erage of the scheduled launch­ 
ing of the Gemini-Titan-5 m is­ 
sion, which was then postponed 
until Saturday. The new CBS- 
TV practice was put into opera­ 
tion for the Saturday launching. 
To the im partial televiewer, 
to whom m any of the normal 
procedures of space launchings 
are no longer novel, the CBS- 
TV move m ay well seem only 
logical, and a step in the direc­ 
tion that 
the networks 
must 
eventually follow. CBS-TV em ­ 
ployed such term s as “ competi­ 
tive 
inanities” 
and 
“ sensible 
editing” — and it does seem 
hard to believe that viewers are 
not now impatient with report­ 
ing of repetitious trivia over a 
seven-hour period, even those 
viewers who may genially fib 
to pollsters about their dedica 
tion to public affairs broadcasts. 
Despite their statem ents that 
CBS-TV was acting on its own, 
the opposition networks did not 
specifically and completely bar 
the possibility of sim ilar action 
in the future. One network said 
it was not am enable to such a 
move at the present tim e; the 
other that it would make its de­ 
cisions from story to story. Fur­ 
therm ore, 
their 
gentlemanly 
hints that CBS-TV had boxed it 


self with a hard-and-fast rule 
for covering news events—and 
with a time comm itm ent — did 
not give full credit to CBS-TV s 
simple and convincing position 
that it would he there when 
there is news to cover. 
The fuss, however, is under­ 
standable 
in 
one 
im portant 
sense. In recent years, video 
public affairs program s have 
become the most im portant as­ 
pect of television, especially to 
the networks who look to them 
to gain back the respect their 
entertainm ent series have lost, 
any cutback therefore almost 
autom atically brings instinctive 
resistance.
